EDITORIAL 


The latest statistics show 41,673,000 
school children in the world, so far as 
the census takers were enabled to 
ascertain. These have about 1,000,000 
teachers. First in proportion to pop- 
ulation comes the United States, with 
9,373,195 pupils and 271,144 teachers. 
Both here and in France the school 
children form one-fifth of the popula- 
tion. Prussis, with 4,007,776 pupils 
and 57,936 teachers, takes the third 
place. Next comes England and 
Wales, where, as in Prussia, schoo) 
children are one-sixth of the popula 
tion. Austria then comes into line. 
Io Japan there are 2,162,962 school 
children but the population is not 
known. 


At its last session the Arkansas 
Legislature passed a law prohibiting, 
under penalties, the sale in that State 
of pistals, bowie-knives and other 
deadly weapous capable of being con- 
cealed upon the person. Judge Mar- 
tin, of Pine Bluff. considers this law u 
atriking and significant proof of the 
devotioa of the people of the State to 
peace and good order.

THE INJUNCTION SUIT. 


How a Carson Paper Looks At The 


The Nevada Tribune of last evening 
says: } 

“On Saturday last the opposing 
counsel in the now famous Insane 
Asylum Injunction suit, completed 
their argument before Judge ing. 
and that gentleman took the matter 
under advisement. Plaintiff became 
still more ‘public spirited’ and added 
Clarke to his counsel. Mr. Klien, the 
nominal plaintiff, seems to show a 
sublime disregard for money, for both 
the distinguished gentlemen retained 
oo that side are not in the habit of 
working for nothiog nor yet for any 
very small fee. This last addition but 
adds evidence to the already conceded 
fact that Dr. Olark has an unclean 
tinger in the matter, Judge King 
shows a disposition to expedite mat- 
ters, and will doubtless work hard 
and soon render his decisioo. Kuow- 
ing full well that the matter will be 
appealed whichever way it is decided, 
the Supreme Court did not adjourn. 
for the term, but took a recess until 
the 25th, for the express purpose of 
considering this case. It is hoped 
Judge King will decide in time to ad- 
mit the case beiug taken to the higher 
tribunal by that time. Dr, Clark has 
overreached himself in this, for if the 
law is unconstitational then his con- 
tract is not worth a tinker’s impreca- 
tion, for he now holds the guardian- 
ship of the bunatics under the same 
law that provides for the asylum, and 
if one part falls it must all go to- 
gether. Should he succeed in over- 
turning the law, then nothing remains 
but for the Gommissioners to advertise 
for bids to the job, and our word 
for it, the poor unfortunates would 
soon be inside this State. Takin 
this view of it we are rather glad the 
suit was sprung, for now it is a doubly 
assured fact that Nevada will have the 
custody of its owu wards. Suppose 
this suit delays the operations two 
months, this at $150 per day, would 
be $9,000—just about half what it will 
cost Dr. Clark to carry it on. But 
what interests this State most is the 
fact that the work will be so delayed 
that it will be thrown into next Win- 
ter, when it will be more expensive 
and not as well done. This will cost 
the State more than the building 
ought to cost. View the fact from any 
standpoint and it looks like a cold- 
blooded mercenary job, Nine-tenths 
of the people of the State of Nevada 
would heartily endorse the Commis- 
sioners if they took the matter into 
their own bands and relet the con- 
tract to parties witbin the State. Dr. 
— has bitten off more than he can 
chew.” 


Judge King informs the Gazerre 
that he will render a decision during 
the present week, If the decision 
should be io tavor of defendant the 
plaintiff could have until the July 
term of the Supreme Court to prepare 
his papers. If the decision should be 
in favor of the plaintiff, then Mr. Deal 
might be able to prepare his appeal 
before the 25th, to which date the Su- 
preme Court adjourned with this case 
in view. Mr. Deal has said that he 
will bring the matter up on appeal on 
the 25th if it goes against him. If he 
wins, the case will probably not get 
to the Supreme Court before July. 
The Asylum bill provides that the 
building shall be completed within 
fifteea months, and the suit will prob- 
ably render that impossible.
